Anderson came in and I told him what Judge Campbellbad said, and be then lelt, hut afterward returned and
banded toe all elaborate paper signed and sworn to
by blmselb This paper was not Iramed in rayoffice and what Its contents were I don't know. Anderson
was accompanied or Captain Jenks and some other
poraou whom 1 did not know, and ho remarked that Jenks
was a little crooked and had hatter he sworn as soon as
possible. The protest was tliorenpou supplemented by a
short statement, which was sworn to and signed hr Jenks.
There was no attempt on ui.reart to persuade Anderson to
do anything in violation of Is duty. I was not tho proper
custodian ol the document, but I retained it in tho orawer
ol iny desk until I bad leiau-e to examine It an hour later,
which I did, ai.d the a sent ii by messenger to Judge Camp¬bell It was the only protest 1 ever had in my hands. The
messenger 1 sent It by. I think, was a deputy inartlial,
and he may have Itaudrd it to Packard lu deb.nit of finding
Judge Campbell. At any rate. 1 learned that I'acksrd had
seen it.

ANDKRSOM IN A HACK.
Anderson swears that tne paper he signed on the 10th of

November was tho only paper he swore to. I am not pre-
pared to elate whether there were any hlana spaces or not
lu It. as Anderson lostlfled, hut thought the d >cunient wse
complete in all particulars. K.uir days Inter Anderson
came Into tn.r ofiica aud asked to s«- bis protest. I told
him I had not then got it. Ills request led me to suspectthat lie desired to destroy his proiest In tin* Iritiocreuc in-
toiest. He discredited my statement that Iliad not got It
and was very ufl'eiislre In his manner; so much so that I
ordered linn out of tuy office. His rage, as 1 interpreted It
then, seemed to he at the thought thai he had made a pro-
test. I believe Ills lirst statement can be proved to he as I
have stated and not as ho states, mud" when he was drnnk.
Andersen afterward came outside ot my office
and threatened to shoot me. so I heard, nut I twice saw
hiiu walking about In trout,of luv ollice. Ills threats wore
reported to me sevvr.il tunes, nml 1 had sonnwdiflteulty In
restrntnlng tnv over r-aalou* partisans from taking him In
linnd. Weber lias been represented as having said to
Sherman that Andersen and himself had incurred the en¬
mity of every repuhlicau in the State en account of their
action. I simply wish to say that Weber never stood In
such disfavor. I never conferred with \\ eber one moment
iur gaid to ihe piote«t That concludes my acquaint¬
ance with Anderson until Jely, 1877, when 1 neu a very
Important interview with him.

IIo tbon opened U document, the original of which

he said was in Senator Matthews' handwriting, setting
forth au undue Influeuro by Packard, Kellogg, him¬
self and one or two others; this was the Anderson-
Weber ngrocraent, at least 1 so believe; on reaching
my name during the reading he laltcroi, and I said:.
"Anderson, you know that is Inlse," nud lio mod,
"Yes, that Is untrue, 1 admit;" 1 told him 1 bad never
exchanged words with Mr. Weber as to his protest,
but Interposed no further objection ; Anderson pro¬
ceeded to relate tbat just before Sherman left
New Orleans for Washington he and Wober
called on tno Senator and told him tbat
Ibny wanted his oral promises rcducod to writing;that Mr. Sherman bad rrduced them to writing; that
lie (Anderson) bad taken thirpeot tne letter; that
Weber bad advised him to commit the letter to htm,
as he (Anderson) was prono to go on sprees; that
Weber did carry It in iho inrldo pocket o> his cost,
nnd that when ho was murdered tbo letter was on his
pertton; Anderson appeared to rely more upon what
ho received trom Mr. Matthews tbau on what he pro¬
fessed to have received from Mr. sbertnan, as
imparting a certainty ol performance, which
be could compel; he euld tbat when used
In connection with tho Mathews letter It could
be mnde troublesome for Shermnn; therefore since
tbat I have stated that if Sherman had written Weber
or Anderson a letter It was in appreciation of tno
risks thcyiuiid rnn and because their work was dona

llmo tlrfat a tirao when It was Important, and he niignt pos¬
sibly have yielded to their requests lor patrouage out

lor as such William A. Kinntllv, who resided in Sec-
onJ i>luce, between Court and Clinton streets, South
Brooklyn, was regirded by his neighbors, carried on
business in ibis city as a wholesale dealer in per-

.futn ry. Ho was a bachelor and had ainassod * com

petence. lie had travelled on the Continent of
Europe ez eusiveiy, was possessed of a line collection
ol paintings, ami live I in quiot seclusion, seeing
but lew irtrnds and rarely, if ever, making a confi¬
dant ot any ol bis neighbors in mailers appertaining
to himsetl or hlB antecedents. It was rumored that
when a youth bo bad studlod for the Cutholio priest¬
hood, but lor yoars had not practised the faith in
wbleh he hud been baptized. It was hot known at
the time of bis death, which occurred in tho month
ol April, I8<I9, that Mr. K'nnllly had left any relatives
to inherit his wealth, which, It was said, amounted to
